Robinson, were adopted and 
confirmed as written. 

Mhe account of the Central Al- 
berta Sanatarium for $252.00 for 
hospital care of Pon Yee was ord- 
ered filed, on motion by Coun. Hun- 
tingiford. 

A communication from Mr. J. A. 
MaicKenzie in connection with tue 
office of Town Solicitor was re- 
ceed and filed, on motion by Coun. 
Robinson. 

The Maple Leaf Oil Company Ltd, 
wrote, replying to communications 
from the Secretary-Treasurer, not 
giving particulars desired by Coun- 
cil, and on motiom by Coun. Link 
the Secretary - Treasurer was in- 
structed to write this company, re- 
questing that the terms in this con- 
nection be outlined in a letter to the 
town.

PASSES AWAY

Adver“sity”tising 


Men who carp at advertising do so ‘under electric 
light, using fountain pens or typewriters, bathed in por- 
celain bathtubs, shaved with safety razors, riding in auto- 
mobles——and all these things would be inaccessible to 
them but for the advertising which they decry. 


Indeed, in all probability, the salaries with which 
they buy these conveniences are made possible largely 
through advertising; for without it there could be neither 
mass production nor its low prices nor the jobs which it 
creates. Without-advertising, most of the things which 
we regard as necessities would be the luxuries of the rich. 


When Emerson made his famous remark about 
mouse-traps, it was illegal so authorities say-——to 
take a bath in the United States without a doctor's pre- 
scription. Emerson said, you remember, that if a man 
made the best mouse-trap, though he lived in the midst 
of a forest, the world would beat a pathway to his door. 


This might have been true if he had said “‘village”’ 
instead of ‘‘world;”’ for it is highly improbable that, if a 
mouse-trap maker lived in Nova Scotia, a resident of 
British Columbia would tread the forest pathway though 
his house were over-run with mice. He would be forced 
to go on using inferior mouse-traps———even making his 
own———and suffering inconvenience and _loss to the ex- 
tent that his mouse-traps were inferior. He might not 
even realize that his mouse-traps were inferior until ad- 
vertising enlightened him. 


Advertising associations have a right to use a torch 
on their crest' for advertising does enlighten. Advertis- 
ing enlightens regarding those things which affect every- 
day life; not murders and catastrophies, but washings 
and radios, and the thousand and_ one other conveni- 
ences which make it possible for ordinary people to live 
spaciously. enjoying the benefits of science and the enter- 
prise of industry. And as yet there has been no other 
way devised under heaven by which this information can 
be conveyed. 


And Advertising not only informs people as to what 
can be bought for health, comfort and entertainment, it 
also helps to place the commodities within the scope of 
the common-place pocketbook. Without Advertising 
Emerson's mouse-trap maker would be compelled to go 
on making his traps by hand and charging accordingly. 
The British firm of Lyons, for instance, sold ten thousand 
Swiss rolls weekly at a shilling each until through Adver- 
tising they were able to increase consumption sixty-fold, 
and to reduce the price to eightpence and two-thirds. 


Advertising also guarantees fair deals; for if a man 
is fool enough to popularise an inferior product. he 1s 
merely spending his money to ripen a harvest of sales for 
someone else. The penalties of fraudulent advertising 
were illustrated with dramatic swiftness by Thomas 
Cromwell. He showed Henry VIII. the falsely-flattering 
picture of Anne of Cleeves. She failed to satisfy Henry 
and Cromwell lost his head! 


Nor is advertising a modern invention. The walls of 
Pompeii carried posters. Tradesmen sent criers through 
the streets of ancient Greece. It is the media of adver- 
tising which are new. When the world was without 
means of communication or distribution merchants must 
needs peddle their wares expensively and dangerously; 
when the supply exceeded the local demand. We should 
hardly be satisfied to pay for such costs and hazards. To- 
‘day advertising enables us to seek and find the luxuries 
and refinements of life in the corner store, or to order 
them through the mail though we live in the depth of the 
country. 


Advertising isan inherent characteristic of man; 
and it will continue as long as any man has anything or 
any theory to offer for the assistance of his 
their pursuit of happiness. Advertisers need not be 
ashamed of their part in making life” richer, fuller, 
freer, nor of saving others from the necessity of beating 
pathways through forests to find the best mouse-trap.

It does imply, how- 
ever, that no child should be taught 
to believe that life is anything but a 
struggle, or that society owes him 
anything but a fair chance to make 
the best of whatever is in him. 

That is a hard doctrine from the 
point of view of the sentimentalist. 
But the hard way, what Theodore 
Roosevelt called “the strenuous life,” 
is the only way of life in which the 
individual is free. It is not too high 
a price to pay for liberty. 
PURITANS eer ee ce standards 

My friend, W. J. Cameron, in one 
of his Sunday nignt broadcasts, gave 
me a new thought on the character 
of the early colonists of New. Eng- 
land. As one of the thirty million 
descendants of those 20,000 Puritans 
who settled in New England before 
1640, I was interested when Mr. 
Cameron pointed out that in their 
time, and judged by the standards 
then prevailing in England, they 
were regarded as dangerous radicals, 
they were so far ahead of current 
ideas in their liberal attitude toward 
life and human affairs. 

That is quite contrary to the cur- 
rent impression of our Puritan fore- 
fathers as narrow and hidebound. The 
world has moved in 300 years, and 
we cannot apply today’s standards 
to the people of those times. But 
they did have one quality which 
measures up to the highest standards 
of all time. That was respect for the 
rights and liberties of individuals 
and suspicion of everyone who tried 
to get along without working. 


When the German Emperor visited 
Pope Leo XIII, Count Bismark tried 
to follow into the audience chamber. 
A gentleman of the Papal Court 
motioned himto stand back, as there 
must be no third person at the inter- 
view. “I am Count Herbert Bismark,” 
shouted the German, as he struggled 
to follow hig master. “That,’’ repliec 
the Roman with calm dignity, ‘“ac- 
counts for, but does not excuse, your 
conduct.”

Most cutworms are nocturnal in 
habit, hiding in the soil by day and 


emerging in the evening to feast 
upon their favourite kind of plant 
Cutworms are widely distributed 


throughout the Dominion. 

Under giarden conditions, cut- 
worms can be controlled by a poison- 
ed bait which is broadcast over ine 
soil either before the seeds are 
planted or prior to the setting out 
of the young plants. The bait 18 
composed of the following ingredi- 
ents—bran, 20 pounds; molasses, 1 


quart; paris green, % pound; and 
water about 2% gallons. The dry 
ingredients should be mixed ‘zor- 


oughly first of all. The molasses is 
then stirred into the water and this 
solution added to the bran and the 


paris preen. In mixing the bait, add} 


only enough water to make the ma- 
terial the consistency of wet saw- 
dust. It must not be made sloppy 
but so that it will crumble in the 
hands and slip through the fingers 
easily. 

In the Prairie Provinces the bait 
should be spread after seeding but 
before any plants are up. In the case 
of transplanted seedling the bait 
should be applied two or three days 
prior to the setting of the prants. 
Furthermore the ground to be treated 
should first be watered but allowed 
to warm up again before 
oned bran is broadcast.

After the required period on feed 
in Great Britain Canadian cattle 
with right ears so disfigured may 
not be eligible for the subsidy paid 
by the British Ministry of Agricul- 
ture on cattle yielding 54 per cent of 
beef carcass.

they are worth a bit of study, be

cause of the good they may do in an} 


Counter-irritants in common use in the household may be named’ 


as, pepper, mustard, 


turpentine, croton oil, 


and the like. We base the 


use of these things on our knowledge of infection and inflammation be- 
neath the surface. In very acute pneumonia, and “pleurisy” we have 
two deeper seated inflammations which are often benefited by counter-' 
irritants—but always to be used in the early stages, mind you. i 

A lobar pneumonia may be aborted, or the attack rendered much 
milder, by the judicious use of mustard- plasters: applied vigorously 
when the lung is in the stage of “determination.” This means just 
after, or even during the initial chill. Later on in the disease, counter- 
irritants are wasted effort. I like turpentine, in just strength to reddea 
—which may be used longer, because of the beneffts of inhaling its 
vapor. But we must be sure the kidneys are sound, before we permit 
any contact of turpentine with the patient. 


In a chronic pleurisy, especially when recurrent—in aged persons, 
with hacking, dry cough, the chest over the pain may be just touched 
with a cotton-tipped toothpick, wet with croton oil; this old method is 
just as useful today as it was sixty years ago. I have a neighbor now, 
who attends to his “pleurisy- pains” satisfactorily himself with this 
application. It produces vesication, (slight blistering) which he says 
“draws the poison out.” At any rate, it gives him relief—over-night.

SIDELIGHTS ON 
UNEMPLOYMENT 

Technically, of course, everybody 
who isn’t working: is unemployed. 
But whether he is unemployed be- 
‘cause he does not want to work, be- 
cause he is unable to work, because 
he never did work amd does not in- 
tend to begin now, or whether he is 
actually a victim of the depression, 
having once been a habitual worker 
and now unable to find employment, 
are questions which need to be an- 
swered before any intelligent under- 
standing of the “unemployment situ- 
ation” can be arrived at. 

In the absence of any such count 
and classification, it is the easiest 
thing in the world for political 
demagogues to assert that there are 
ten to twelve million persons who 
once ‘had jobs but are now unem- 
ployed. A little thought will demon- 
strate that this cannot possibly be 


Wainwright | true. 


Industry at its peak, using the 
word in its strict sense of manufac- 
turing, never employed as many 4S 
ten million workers, and the National 
Industrial Conference Board reports 
that industry as a whole is now 
employing more than 80 per cent of 
its former high. Those figures 
borne out by a survey which one 
newspaper, the New York Sun, has 


— been making among all the large 
! manufacturers and business houses 


of the United States. An amazingly 
high percentage of them report that 
they are now employing more work- 
erg than they were in 1929. 

Who, then, actually constiture the 
army of the unemployed? Well, there 
are the farm workers who have lost 
their jobs because of droughts and 
reduction of crop acreage. Their 
number is estimated variously up to 
two million, Then there are the 
younger potential workers who hav: 
been unable to land jobs since they 
reached working age. No reasonably 
approximate figures of their number 
is available, but it may run wa 
couple of million. A high percentage 
of these, however, is being absorbed 
rapidly in retail trade, which is run- 
ning ten per cent higher in volume 
and in number of employees than in 
1929, on the national average. 

All in all, the Star comes to me 
conclusion that there are only a few 
more than three million employables 
in trade and industry who are actu- 
ally unemployed.

General Hints

with a liberal quantity of naphtha- 
lene flakes. Winter overcoats, other 
garments and blankets, may be 
protected in a similar manner, or 


may be wrapped in a paper with 


naphthalene and stored in trunks or 
boxes. 

When house cleaning, cupboards, 
attics and basements should be ex- 
amined and all materials removed in 
which the moths and beetle larvae 
may breed. Places that harbour dust 
and lint such as floor cracks behind 
baseboards, furnace air shafts and 
similar situations need special at- 
tention, as it is frequently in these 
places that the insects multiply, and 
mystify the housewife when they ap- 
pear on the wing. A vacuum cleaner 
is very useful in eliminating this 
source of infestation. 

Frequent and thorough house 
cleaning is an effective preventive 
against many other insects as well 
as clothes moths and carpet beetles. 
Cat and dog fleas, for instance, the 
larvae which feed on organic mat- 
ter in the cracks and crevices of 
floors cannot develop where filcors 
are kept scrupulously clean. The 
animals, too, should be washed, or 
treated at intervals by dusting fresh 
pyrethrum: powder into their fur 
over newspapers, afterwards -wrap- 
ping the papers and burning them 
to destroy any fleas that may have 
fallen from their. hosts stunned by 


the insecticide.

In its.decision declaring the Guffey 
Bituminous Control Law uhconsti- 
tutional, the Supreme Court of the 
United States followed in the main 
the same line of reasoning which led 
to the death of NRA. The grounds 
for throwing out both of these acts, 
NRA and the Guffey Coal Act, are 
that the production of coal, like the 
slaughtering of chickens, is not in- 
ter-state commerce and therefore 
Congress has no power to regulate 
it. On this point the Supreme Court 
divided, six to three, exactly the 
same line-up as in the NRA decimwen, 
with Justices Brandeis, Stone and 
Cardozo in the minority. The major- 
ity opinion held that the regutmaon 
of wages, hours and conditions of 
labor in the soft coal industry is a 
local matter to be settled locally. It 
also held that the law delegated 
legislative authority unconstitution- 
ally. - 

The Court also ruled against an- 
other major feature of the Guffey 
Act, the taxation provision. The law 
provided for an excise tax of 15 
per cent of the total value of coal 
mined, to be paid by the mine oper- 
ators; but operators who signed the! 
soft coal code were to receive a re-' 
bate of 90 per cent of this tax. This. 
the Supreme Court held, was an 
improper and unconstitutional use of 
the taxing power to impose a penaity 
upon operators who refused to or 
coerced into signing up. 

Annulment Expected 

The annulment of the Guffey Act 

by the Supreme Court was not un-

Chief Justice Hughes, while con- 
curring in the majority opinion of 
the Court, wrote an individual opin- 
ion in which he held that some fea- 
tures of the Guffey Law might be 
constitutional if they could be sep- 
arated from the _ unconstitutional 
phases of it. 

Resettlement Decision 

On the same day that the Guffey 

Art decision was handed down, the 


‘Court of Appeals of the District or 


Columbia handed down a decision 
that the Rural Resettlement Admini- 
stration, created by the President 
under the Works Progress Admini- 
stration, with Dr. Rexford G. 's-g- 
well at its head, was an unconstitu- 
tional delegation of power under the 
WPA Act. While this decision is not 
final, and will be carried to the Su- 
preme Court, it is notable as the 
first judicial reversal of any of the 
applications of the  $4,800,000,000 
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GRANT FLEMING.
